DEDICATIONS 

September 20th, 1914, the new building of St. Peter's, Albany, ' 
N. Y., Rev. C. B. Gruver, was dedicated. At the morning services 
the Rev. H. L. Yarger, D.D., President of the General Synod, 
preached the sermon and conducted the worship of offerings. At 
the afternoon services the Rev. C. W. Leitzell, D.D., the vice-presi- 
dent of our Synod, and pastor of the First Church, Albany, N. Y., 
preached the sermon. At the evening services the President of 
Synod preached the sermon and the pastor assisted by Drs. Leitzell 
and Wolford performed the act of dedication. The pastor writing 
of the church building, says: 

"It may be described as gothic mission style in architecture, 40x80 
feet. The entrance is through the tower to the auditorium and two 
Sunday-school rooms. The choir and study have also rear entrances. 
Connection is made with the former chapel through a hall. The 
new building contains auditorium, Sunday-school room, infant room, 
pastor's study, and choir room. The former chapel has been con-

verted into a hall for social purposes and contains a kitchen, dining 
room, a steam heating plant for the entire church. Light is furnished 
by electricity with gas for an emergency. The outside finish of the 
church is stucco. The inside trim is Cyprus, walls decorated in 
cream color, the floors of polished hardwood, the furnishings of 
golden oak. The Sunday-school room is separated from the audi- 
torium by a sliding partition and seats 150 when the two rooms are 
thrown into one, the total seating capacity of auditorium and Sunday- 
school room is 400. The aisles and pulpit platform are carpeted. 
The entire cost of the structure is $12,658.26. The subscriptions 
totaled $6,295.60, of which $2,372.5^ were received on the day of 
dedication. The total valuation of the entire plant, including the 
lots, church, chapel and all the furnishings is $20,000.00. We offer 
our felicitations to the pastor and people of St. Peter's upon the 
completion of a building so artistic in design and equipped so fully 
to meet the needs of the congregation. May abundant, spiritual 
prosperity attend upon the entrance into this new home and the 
taking of this advance step in their work.*' 

June 28th, 1914, the church secured by the Danish Lutheran con- 
gregation of Newark, N. J., from the Swedish Baptist organization 
was, after extensive alterations, dedicated as a Danish Lutheran 
Church. The pastor, the Rev. V. A. M. Mortensen performed the 
act of dedication, making use of the Danish language. The dedi- 
catory sermon was preached by the President of the Southern Con- 
ference. The following ministers were present and had place on 
the interesting program: Rev. A. Stewart Hartman, D.D., and 
Pastors Flanders, beimer, Bean and Kitzmeyer. 

ORGAN DEDICATIONS 

October 21st, 1913, a nine-stop, two-manual pipe-organ in Em- 
manuel, New York" City, was dedicated by the President of the 
Southern Conference. The sermon was preached by the Rev. Wal- 
ter Frederick. Rev. William Freas conducted the liturgical service 
and the pastor. Rev. F. V. Christ had the charge of the entire 
program. 

November 19th, 1913, a rebuilt and enlarged sixteen-stop, two- 
manual organ in Epiphany, Brooklyn, N. Y., was dedicated by the 
pastor, Rev. W. H. Stutts, who preached the sermon and performed 
the act of dedication. 

Jan^iary 25th, 1914, a two-manual organ was dedicated in the 
Church of the Good ShephercJ, South Ozone Park, N. J., by the 
Rev. William Freas, who also preached the sermon. 

April 15th, 1914, the Rev. William Freas preached the sermon and 
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dedicated the new organ in the Church of the Holy Comforter, 
New York City. 

RE-OPENING SERVICES, IMPROVEMENTS, GIFTS, REDUCTION OF DEBTS 

On Sunday, January 4th, 1914, Zion Lutheran Church, Athens, 
N. Y., was after extensive interior repairs, opened for worship. 
The sermon was preached by the President of Synod, who with 
the pastor also conducted the liturgical service. A new steel ceiling 
had been placed, the side walls re-decorated, electric lights installed, 
new pews provided and a pipe-organ, Hook and Hastings, builders, 
secured. The amount expended was about $2,300.00. This historic 
congregation, more than two centuries of age, is, with its pastor. 
Rev. J. S. Paul, to be heartily congratulated on its progressive spirit 
and devotion. 

The Church of the Redeemer, Ramsey, N. J., Rev. M. E. Shafer, 
pastor, observed the re-opening of the renovated, building with serv- 
ices during several days in June. On Thursday evening an organ 
recital was given. On Friday evening a service was held in which 
the following pastors took part : Revs. Walter Frederick, J. F. W. 
Kitzmeyer, J. H. Meyer, G. B. Young, D.D., with a letter of greeting 
from Rev. E. J. Flanders, a former pastor, whom illness prevented 
from attendance. Following the services a social was held in the 
lecture rooms of the church. On Sunday morning the Rev. F. J. 
Baum, of New York City, was the preacher. On Sunday evening 
the sermon was preached by Rev. A. E. Deitz. There were present 
beside Rev. A. N. Bean, Rev. E. E. Neudewitz and Rev. Wells, A. S. 
Van Orden, of the local clergy. Rev. Shafer, assisted by the min- 
isters present, performed the act of dedication. The improvements 
consist of a new heating plant, new pews, new carpets, a re- 
arranged chancel with new altar, lectern and pulpit re-decorations 
of walls and a new pipe-organ. The financial outlay is $5,100.00. 
A local paper reporting the services pays high tribute to the enthus- 
iasm of Pastor Shafer and his earnest labors. May the Church 
of the Redeemer and its pastor be greatly enriched in all spiritual 
wealth I 

The re-opening services of Zion German Ev. Lutheran Church, 
Syracuse, N. Y., Rev. H. G. Dattan, D.D., pastor, were held on Sun- 
day, September 20th, 1914. At the morning services the pastor 
preaching the German sermon, and was followed by the President 
of Synod with an English address. A representative of the mayor 
of the city presented the greetings of the civic authorities. At the 
evening services the Rev. H. L. Yarger, D.D., president of the Gen- 
eral Synod, preached the sermon. Greetmgs were presented by 
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several of the Lutheran clergymen of the city. An organ recital 
was given on Thursday evening, September 24th. 

The improvements of the church consist, in part, of an entire 
re-arrangement of the chancel with new octagonal pulpit, a new 
altar of black walnut, new baptismal font, the gift of a member; 
re-decoration of the side walls, re-painting of the pews, new elec- 
troliers, and a new pipe-organ of two manuals of much volume and 
rich harmony. The amount expended is $6,000.00. Dr. Dattan and 
the congregation of Zion's are to be congratulated on the har- 
monious and churchly interior which is now presented to the 
worshippers. 

Minden Ev. Lutheran Church signalized the completion of their 
church repairs with a service held on May 28th, 19 14. Rev. B. E. 
Fake, D.D., was in charge of the services with Rev. W. M. Baum, 
D.D., assisting. The sermon was preached by the President of 
Synod and in the act of dedication he was assisted by Drs. Baum 
and Fake. A new steel ceiling, re-decoration of side walls, new 
roofing, carpet, and outside approach constitute, in the main, the 
improvements which have cost $1,500.00. The generosity of one of 
the members has made possible the clearing of all the indebtedness 
incurred by these. 

June 17th, 1914, a new altar and an individual communion set 
were dedicated at Trinity Church, Hudson Heights, N. J. The 
pastor was assisted at the services by the President of S)mod, as 
also at the communion' following. 

St. Peter's Church, Berlin, Ontario, Canada, has been extensively 
repaired during the year. New windows of rich symbolic design, 
new circular oak pews, new floor, new entrance and re-decoration 
of walls, have taken place at an expenditure of approximately 
$10,000.00. A new marble altar to cost $2,000.00, the gift of friends, 
is yet to be placed. Rev. Dr. Oberlander had the pleasure of preach- 
ing at the re-opening of the church prior to his departure for a new 
field of labor. 

St. Paul's Church, Johnstown, is now in the hands of carpenters, 
decorators, and ecclesiastical designers to receive improvements 
that are estimated to cost $3,000.00. A new pulpit, memorial to Dr. 
P. Felts, a new altar, altar rail, new oak floor, remodeled pews, are 
of the contemplated changes to make the interior more beautiful and 
acceptable for worship. 

St. Luke's Church, Amsterdam, N. Y., dedicated a new altar, 
font, octagonal pulpit, two pulpit chairs, and offering plates on 
April 19th, 1914. This church has paid on its indebtedness since 
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July, 1913, $2,500.00. The pastor, Rev. W. E. Pierce and his people 
are rejoicing, as they well may, on the success. 

St. Matthew's, Brooklyn, N. Y., Rev. G. B. Young, D.D., reports 
that during the year the indebtedness has been reduced to the 
amount of $1,600.00. 

The Junior Luther League of St. John's Lutheran Church, Hud- 
son, N. Y., presented the congregation a beautiful individual com- 
munion set which was used at the Easter service for the first time. 
Rev. H. D. Shimer, the pastor of the church, rejoices in this sub- 
stantial token of the interest of the young people. 

The English Lutheran Church of the Redeemer reports that dur- 
ing the year the following improvements have been made : A M61- 
ler Tubular pneumatic pipe-organ costing $1,500.00, of which the 
Carnegie Foundation paid $625.00. A new electric lighting system 
at a cost of $175.00. Metal ceilings and carpets in the church par- 
lors at cost of $125.00, paid by the Sunday-school. Mortgage of 
$650.00 held by the Board of Church Extension satisfied. Paid on 
the mortgage against Finckel Memorial, $160.00. 

Memorial Service 

April 26th, 1914, a memorial service was held in St. Paul's Church, 
Syracuse, N. Y., Rev. F. C. Ellermann, pastor, in honor of the late 
pastor. Rev. George M. Merschroth, D.D., who had faithfully served 
this congregation for 28 years until his death. The sermon was 
preached by Rev. Reinhold Kessler in German, and a bronze me- 
morial tablet was unveiled. A union service was held in the evening, 
Rev. H. D. Dattan, D.D., and H. M. Schroeder deliering addresses. 
Revs. J. W. Paetznick and John Wittekind were present and with 
the pastor participated in the service. 

ANNIVERSARIES. 

October 19th, 20th, 22d, 23d, 1913, there was celebrated at Christ's 
Church, New York City, the forty-fifth anniversary of the ordina- 
tion of Rev. G. U. Wenner, D.D., as well as the forty-fifth anni- 
versary of his pastorate in that congregation. He has been pastor 
of but one congregation and Christ's Church has had but one pastor. 
The occasion was the more noteworthy because, as one puts it, 
"there are but two other pastors of any denomination in the entire 
metropolis who have served as pastor of one congregation for an 
equal length of time." The services on Sunday, October loth, were 
in charge of the pastor and were crowded with members of the 
congregation. Monday evening, October 20th, the friends of the 
church and pastor gathered. At this time no less than fifty Lutheran 
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pastors were present, including members of the Synod of New York, 
the New York and New England Synod, and the New York Minis- 
terium, and representatives of the Missouri and Slovak Synods. 
Beyond these many men of prominence in other denominations testi- 
fied by their presence and speech to the position which Dr. Wenner 
holds in Christian labors. Speakers at the time were Rev. Drs. 
Berkemeir, Heischmann, Horn, Knubel, of the Lutheran Church; 
and Dr. Walter Laidlaw, Secretary of the Federation of Churches; 
Dr. George Alexander, of the Presbyterian Church. The liturgical 
services were in charge of Revs. W. H. Stutts and C. C. Smith. On 
Wednesday afternoon there was a special gathering of the children. 
In view of Dr. Wenner's relation to the subject of Religious Edu- 
cation, this gathering was most appropriate. Thursday marked the 
closing of the anniversary exercises and was social in nature. I am 
sure that I voice the Synod's desire in extending to Dr. Wenner, 
the first president of this Synod, our hearty congratulations upon 
the anniversary occasion and our sincere wishes for many added 
years of service to his local congregation and in the wider circle 
for which he is fitted so admirably. 

November i6th, 1913, Zion's Ev. Lutheran Church, Syracuse, N. 
Y., celebrated its fiftieth anniversary as church organization and 
the twentieth anniversary of Dr. Dattan as pastor. At this occasion, 
the Rev. F. Brexinski preached the sermon at the morning services. 
In the afternoon, a Sunday-school service was held, at which time 
addresses were delivered by Mr. F. V. Bruns, an active Lutheran 
layman of the city and a member of St. John's (G. C.) from which 
fifty years ago, Zion sprang, and by Rev. F. G. Gotwald, D.D., of 
York, Pa. At the evening services. Rev. F. G. Gotwald, D.D., 
preached the sermon and Revs. Schroeder, Paetznick and Ellerman, 
of local Lutheran churches, were present and assisted. The anni- 
versary was signalized by the payment of $2,375.00, the last remain- 
ing indebtedness and at a social meeting on Monday, November 17th, 
the mortgage was burned. At the same time, it was announced 
that th€ Willing Workers presented a gift of $1,000.00 toward the 
purchase of a new pipe-organ, and the pastor added that the Car- 
negie Foundation had promised to give $1,250.00 for a like purpose. 
That this was the precursor of more good for Zion's Church may 
been seen in the account already given of the improvements upon 
the whole church interior. 

March ist, 1914, the twentieth anniversary of Mt. Tabor Lutheran 
Church was observed. At the Sunday-school gathering preceding 
the morning service, the President of Synod addressed the school. 
At the regular hour of morning worship, the Rev. Carl Zinns- 
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meister, Missionary Superintendent, delivered the sermon, in which 
he made review of the church's history. At the evening services, 
despite a raging snow-storm, a goodly audience assembled. The 
President of Synod preached the sermon and Revs. A. S. Hardy 
and Carl Zinnsmeister presented greetings upon the occasion which 
were responded to by the pastor, Rev. J. W. Paetznick. After the 
experience noted in last year's report, it is a most welcome task to 
report the large success attending the labors of Pastor Paetznick. 

Trinity Lutheran Church, Hudson Heights, N. J., Rev. Walter 
Frederick, pastor, observed its tenth anniversary with a reunion 
of the confirmants of the past ten years. A large proportion were 
present at the evening service and were addressed by the President 
of Synod. 

On Sunday, May 3d, 1914, the Church of the Redeemer, Jersey 
City, N. J., celebrated the sixteenth anniversary of its organization 
and of the pastorate of the first and present pastor, Rev. John 
E. Heindel. During the synodical year, $1,100.00 has been paid on 
the mortgage indebtedness. 

Sunday, May loth, 1914, the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Sec- 
ond Lutheran Church, West Sandlake, N. Y., Rev. George H. Kling, 
pastor, was observed. At the morning services the historical sermon 
was preached by the pastor. At the evening services addresses were 
delivered by former pastors. Rev. D. Wm. Lawrence and C. B. 
Gruver, and letters of greetings were read from Rev. J. A. Flick- 
inger and G. E. Harsh, ex-pastors. 

Epiphany, Brooklyn, N. Y., Rev. W. H. Stutts, held special serv- 
ices on November 23d, 1913, Dr. H. H. Weber preaching the sermon 
and appealing for gifts, eliciting a response in subscriptions of 
$3,500.00. This church likewise reports improvements made to the 
church building during July and August, aggregating $400.00 in cost, 
and a rebuilding and enlarging of the organ. 

The following anniversaries are noted, but I have received little 
detailed information: 

December i6th, 1913, the Church of Our Saviour, New York City, 
observed the fifteenth anniversary by a series of services. 

March 8th, 1914, the Church of the Advent, Brooklyn, N. Y., ob- 
served the fifth anniversary. 

A printed program received announces the golden jubilee at the 
First German Ev. Lutheran St. Matthew's Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
and the thirtieth anniversary of the pastorate of Rev. Gustav Som- 
mer, on October 6th and 7th next. 
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GROUND BREAKING, LAYING OF CORNER STONES 

May 3d, 1914, the corner stone of St. Peter's, Albany, N. Y., was 
laid with appropriate services, conducted by the pastor. Rev. C. B. 
Gruver. 

Ground was broken for the new church building at Rosedale, 
Long Island, N. Y., May 31st, 1914, by the Missionary Superintend- 
ent, Rev. Carl Zinnsmeister. The Synod and Southern Conferences 
were officially represented by Rev. J. F. W. Kitzmeyer, the Secretary 
of the Southern Conference. 

HOME MISSIONS AND NEW WORK 

As the Missionary Superintendent makes an annual report, it 
seemed advisable to me not to reduplicate that report by presenting 
items here as to organization history, etc., of this work. As an offi- 
cer of this Synod his report is entitled to the same consideration as 
anything which might here be offered and any recommendations 
ought to secure equal consideration. 

VACANCIES 

During the year this has been one of the most perplexing ques- 
tions with which we have to deal. The large number of vacancies 
in our rural churches and the difficulties, owing to the scarcity of 
men in supplying the demand for pastors has been a great burden. 
It ought to engage our earnest thought. Many of our older churches 
are suffering through this cause. I have been able to give service 
to some of these congregations in holding communion, installing 
officers, etc. But the probability is that not many of your presiding 
officers will be free from the demands of a pastorate as have I dur- 
ing this year. We cannot turn a deaf ear to the calls of these 
churches. True, some of them are not numerically or financially 
of the strength they once possessed. But is it not of Home Mission 
work that we shall look after them? I trust that some considera- 
tion shall be given at this convention to these two questions oimtn 
for the Christian ministry, and the problem of the rural congrega- 
tion. The President of the Southern Conference reports : "At pres- 
ent there are no vacancies to report in the Southern Conference. 
Calls have been and are about to be extended to pastors who have 
"accepted and who have given assurance of acceptance of calls to 
be extended." 

My latest information, making allowance for calls extended, 
places the vacancies as follo\v«: Western Conference, Black Lake 
and Brier Hill, Fayette, Clay, ^st Lockport, Orleans Four Corners ; 
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Hartwick Conference: Argusville, Center Valley, Central Bridge, 
Gallupville, Ingham's Mills, Indian Castle, Lawyers ville, Leesvilie, 
Manheim, Minden, Sharon Hill, South Worcester, Starkvilic. Hud- 
son Conference : Woodstock. During the summer months some of 
these vacancies have been supplied by students and professors of 
our Seminary. Many of them will now be without services unless 
pastors can be obtained. 

CONFERENCES 

It has been my pleasure during the year to visit all of the Confer- 
ences excepting the Southern. I have found each interested in the 
problems of the territory covered as well as discussing in well 
prepared programs papers of much interest. The attendance seemed 
to be well kept up, the German Conference reporting every clerical 
member present. 

The Hartwick Conference met at Amsterdam, Rev. W. E. Pierce, 
pastor, May nth- 13th. The problem of church vacancies received 
attention and some plans were projected to relieve existing condi- 
tions. 

The Hudson Conference met at Center Brunswick, June gth-iith, 
Rev. Amos J. Traver, pastor, with 75 per cent, of the clerical mem- 
bers present. This Conference passed several resolutions asking for 
action of Synod. They will be referred to the proper committee. 

The German Conference met at Dolgeville, June i6th-i7th. Rev. 
Paul D, Leddin, pastor. Several interesting papers were discussed 
with animation. A unique feature of this meeting was a memorial 
service held at the grave of the famous General Nicholas Herkimer, 
•near Little Falls, N. Y., consisting of singing of patriotic hymns and 
an address and prayer by Rev. H. G. Dattan, D.D. 

HARTWICK SEMINARY 

Our trustees will, at the proper time, make their report as to the 
affairs of this institution. Valuable service has been rendered our 
vacant churches through the year and during the summer vacation 
by the theological students and the professors. The fall term opens 
with an increased attendance. The rooms are filled and there is a 
pressing demand for more rooms to accomodate the students. There 
is also need of more room for teaching purposes. We should 
plati larger things for the growing needs of our school. It is of 
prime importance that we shall not neglect our educational interests 
which are so essentially related to the progress of our Church in 
this state. It will be necessary, at this convention, to elect four 
trustees for a term of three years in the places of Rev. W- M- 
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Baum, D.D., Rev. C. G. Empie, Mr. M. W. Harroway, and Dow 
Beekmatiy Esq., all of whose terms expire during the coming year. 

RESIGNATIONS AND APPOINTMENTS 

Rev. Edwin Dingman, having accepted a call to labor in another 
Synod, on April 6th, 1914, sent n\e his resignation as Statistical 
Secretary. Following the guidance of Art. HI. Sec. 25, I appointed 
the Rev. Walter Frederick, of Hudson Heights, to fill the office pro 
tempore. 

Rev. W. H. Feldmann in his notification of resignation as pastor 
also sent his resignation as member of the Examining Committee. 
In his place I named the Rev. W. M. Baum, D.D., term to expire 
1915. Another vacancy in the Examining Committee was created 
by the death of Rev. J. J. Young, D.D. I appointed the Rev. F. 
H. Knubel, D.D., to this vacancy, term to expire 19 14. 

February nth, 1914, the Rev. William Freas notified me that he 
found it impossible to serve as chairman of the "Every Member 
Canvass Committee." As the time was so short before action was 
necessary, I asked the Rev. Amos J. Traver to act as chairman of 
the Committee with the assistance of Mr. Henry Streibert. 

December 5th, the Rev. F. H. Knubel, D.D., resigned as chairman 
of the Committee on Conference with the Synod of New York and 
New England. I have been unable to fill the place and as no 
further call for arbitration beyond the one case, which will be re- 
ported, I have left the matter to my successor or the wishes of 
Synod itself. I would report, in this connection, a communication 
from the President of the New York and New England Synod 
which, if adopted, may change our present plan. I have referred 
the letter to a Committee. 

Upon notification from the Chairman, that the two committees 
of the Synod of New York, and the New York and New England 
Synod were unable to agree on the question of the Mission at City 
Line, Brooklyn, N. Y., and suggesting that a special arbitrator be 
named, I appointed on November 17th, 1913, the Rev. G. U. Wen- 
ner, D.D., as special arbitrator to meet with one appointed by the 
New York and New England Synod. The appointee of that Synod, 
Rev. William Horn, and Dr. Wenner met, and after thorough hear- 
ing of the case, reported an agreement which has been sent to the 
Home Mission Committee. The full report with testimony is in 
my hands and may be read if the Synod desires. 

The Rev. Paul D. Leddin having removed from the bounds of 
the Synod, it became necessary to name one from the German Con- 
ference as Keeper of the Roll. I have therefore, named the Rev. 
Frederick Ellermann to such position. 
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-SICKNESS, BEREAVEMENT AND DEATH 

The year has brought its sorrows. Death has been working in 
some of our homes, and sickness has made impossible the services 
of some of our brethren. 

The Rev. J. H. Weaver, D.D., is unable to resume active labors. 
The Rev. J. P. Krechting, D.D.; has been compelled to give up the 
service he so much loves. The Rev. C. G. Empie and wife have been 
compelled to mourn the loss of an infant son. The Rev. R. J. Van 
Deusen has suffered sad bereavement in the death of his wife. 

During the year death has claimed two of our clerical members. 

The Rev. Herman Leibich, pastor of St. Peter's Lutheran Church, 
Albany, N. Y., died on Saturday evening, February 14th, 1914. Pastor 
Liebich was the organizer of this church and had the full confidence 
^d affection of the people. The funeral services held on February 
19th, were in charge of Rev. C. B. Gruver, who had supplied the 
congregation during the illness of Pastor Liebich. Following 
prayers at the home at Elsmere, the regular services were held at 
St. Peter's, where addresses were delivered by Revs. C. B. Gruver, 
C. W. Leitzell, D.D., and C. M. Gueldenapfel. Revs. H. M. Ober- 
holtzer, D.D., P. M. Crounse, J. Duerschner, of the Lutheran 
Church, were present and had part in the services. Rev. Frederick 
Mueller, of the Reformed Church, and Revs. W. Neimaster and 
Henry Reller, of the Evangelical Protestant Church, were present. 
The burial was in the St. Matthew's Lutheran cemetery, Albany, 
N. Y. 

On Sunday, March 29th, 1914, the Rev. J. J. Young, D.D., the be- 
loved pastor of St. John's Church, New York City, entered into the 
life beyond. Dr. Young's last appearance with us was at the final 
meeting in October of our regular session to lay his hands upon 
the head of his own son in the ordination service. We all knew 
him to love him. From the beginning, he had been the chairman 
of the Examining Committee of our Synod. He was interested in 
all the problems of our work and gave of his thought to the solu- 
tion of them, and we respected and trusted him in all. The funeral 
services were held on Tuesday evening, March 31st, and were 
marked by the large attendance of Lutheran pastors and the great 
assembly of people who sought to pay their respect. The burial 
was on April ist at the Lutheran cemetery. New York City. 

The Obituary Committee will report in due season, We would, 
however, now express in the name of the Synod, our sense of loss 
and offer our expressions of deep sympathy with the bereaved. 
For those who are compelled by infirmities of the body to be absent 
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we would petition the Heavenly Father for their recovery, and de- 
sire for them that "while the outward man perish, the inward be 
renewed from day to day." 

ADDITIONAL ITEMS 

Some other matters which may claim the attention of Synod are 
added : 

1. The Synod at its least convention instructed the Executive 
Committee with the assistance of the Attorney of Synod, to prepare 
a bill relating to the reading of the Bible in the public schools of 
the state. (See p. 58, Minutes of 1914.) Such a bill was t)repared 
modeled after the law of the state of Pennsylvania. It was intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Dox, but failed of passage. 

2. The Ministerium instructed the President of Synod with duties 
relative to ministerial acts. (See p. 79, Minutes of Synod.) On 
October 27th, 1913, I wrote the Rev. Hugo Pohlman and in reply 
received a letter announcing a cheerful acquiescence in the wishes 
of the Ministerium, as well as a report of baptisms performed and 
recorded at Hicksville, N. Y., with Pastor Schroeder, and at New 
York City with Pastor F. J. Baum. 

3. The time and place of the next meeting of Synod was left 
with the Executive Committee. An invitation was received from the 
First English Lutheran Church, of Paterson, N. J. By a vote of the 
Executive Committee the invitation was accepted and the time was 
fixed for September 28th as the opening date. 

4. A communication from the President of the Woman's Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society of New York, makes the request 
that the Minutes of that Society shall be published with the printed 
Minutes of our Synod. I recommend it to you for action. 

5. The next meeting of the General Synod will be held at Akron, 
Ohio, in Trinity Church. May 26th has been selected as the date 
for the opening of the convention. It will be necessary for us to 
select delegates at this convention for that meeting. The basis of 
representation is "one delegate for every ten ministers the Synod 
contains, and for a remaining major fraction of that number, of the 
rank of an ordained minister, and an equal number of laymen." 

6. A communication from the Rev. W. H. Feldmann asking that an 
enclosed list of names acting as a "Directory and Bureau of In- 
formation" shall be incorporated in our printed Minutes. As this 
request is in the interests of better care of our members moving 
into the cities, I cheerfully recommend the request to your favorable 
action. 

7. The Statistical Secretary of the General Synod makes request 
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that we shall report the churches served by the same pastor to- 
gether rather than in our present alphabetical order. This request 
is made in the hope of simplifying the question of obtaining the 
number of pastorates in our Synod. I present the request for such 
action as you may deem wisest. 

8. Reference has already been made to the problem of vacancies 
during the year. It has seemed to me that the Synod should at this 
convention take some action that will secure aid in the present situ- 
ation. As a part of the Home Mission work of our Synod, why 
might 'it not be found feasible to have these churches committed 
to our Missionary Superintendent? Would it not be possible for 
him, upon request, to visit these churches, conduct services, espe- 
cially the Holy Communion, administer baptism and aid in every 
way possible ? If such an arrangement could be made, these churches 
would be encouraged and, in many cases might the more easily 
secure permanent pastors. I recommend it to the consideration of 
Synod at this time. If some more helpful plan may be presented, 

1 shall be most heartily in favor. Anything so long as we may 
overcome our present difficulty. 

In closing this my second report, I wish to thank you all for the 
courtesy and kindly forbearance extended to me during the term of 
office. I am indebted to the officers for assistance on many occa- 
sions and for helpful advice. The task has been onerous at times 
and I have drawn heavily on the resources of my friends. I have 
tried to be prompt in making response to the requests which have 
come, though, at all times, it might have seemed I was dilatory. If 
during the year, I have erred in judgment I plead for your pardon. 
My purpose has been to advance the interests of the Kingdom. 

With many questions before us and brief time for the work, we 
shall need be as expeditious as possible, yet we should avoid 
that haste which too often results in action which we find necessary 
to repeal at the next session. May we have the larger vision of the 
Kingdom and the direction of the Holy Spirit that we may do 
much to the glory of God.

Synod opened with prayer by Rev. G. W. Fritsch. 
The minutes of the Monday evening service and of the 
morning session were read and approved. 

The President appointed the Special Committees. (See 
list of Committees.) 

The Education Committee presented its report. 

Report of Committee on Ministerial Education 

The Education Committee respectfully reports that during the 
past year 13 young men have been aided. It recommends that 
Oscar B. Noren, of Bridgeport, Conn., who graduated from Penn- 
sylvania College in June and has entered the theological department 
at Hartwick Seminary, be granted $150.00; that Chester T. Hallen- 
beck, of Guilerland Center, be granted $175.00 to pursue his sopho- 
more year at Pennsylvania College ; that Frederick C. Frommhagen, 
of Oneonta, who graduated from the academic department of Hart- 
wick Seminary, in June, be granted $175.00 to take the sophomore 
year at Pennsylvania College, Gettysburg, Pa. That Messrs. Dorr 
E. Fritts and Otto E. Voigt be granted $175.00 each for their junior 
year at Wittenberg College. That Philip M. Luther, of Hartwick 
Seminary, beginning his second year in Theology at Hartwick Sem- 
inary, be granted $150.00; that Wilson D. Worman, of Spruce 
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Run, N. J., Peter Fanning, of Central Bridge, N. Y., and Hans 
Henning, of Boonville, N. Y., all taking academic studies at Hart- 
wick Seminary, be granted $150.00 each to continue their studies 
there this school year. That Dow W. Hayner, of Gilead congrega- 
tion, Center Brunswick, who has supported himself before this, 
and will expect to earn his academic diploma in June, be granted 
$150.00 to pursue academic studies at Hartwick Seminary; that 
Ernest F. G. Meyers, of Gilead congregation, Center Brunswick, who 
has supported himself two years at Hartwick Seminary, be granted 
$150.00 to continue his studies there. That Walter M. Hammond, 
of Zion Church, Buffalo, N. Y., be granted $150.00 to take academic 
subjects at Hartwick Seminary. That Alexander Berg be granted 
aid to attend Hartwick Seminary the present school year to the 
amount of $150.00. That an appropriation of $250.00 be made for 
our Seminary at Brecklum, Germany. 

Messrs. William Schewe, calle^ to New Hamburg, Ontario, Can- 
ada; William G. Boomhower, called to Wurtemberg, N. Y. ; John 
H. Dudde, taking post-graduate work at Hartwick Seminary; and 
Louis Wagschal, also taking post-graduate work in theology at 
Hartwick Seminary; all four graduating in theology in June; ask 
no further aid from Synod. 

It is pleasant to report that during the year Rev. R. C. Wright, 
now a Presbyterian minister, has paid $50.00 into the Ministerial 
Education treasury; also that J. Ernest Shufelt, a former benefi- 
ciary, has refunded $91.63.

Rev. T. J. Yost made an appeal to Synod in behalf of the 
negro colony of New York City, urging that mission work 
be undertaken there. The matter was referred to the Home 
Mission and Church Extension Committee:

The devotional service was conducted by Rev. C. T. Mc- 
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Daniel. Synod opened with prayer by Rev. L. D. Wells, 
D.D. 

The minutes of Tuesday afternoon and evening sessions 
were read and approved. 

The Trustees of Hartwick Seminary presented their re- 
port. 

Report of the Trustees of Hartwick Seminary 

The Trustees of Hartwick Seminary herewith respectfully present 
their annual report. 

They take pleasure in announcing that the past year has been one 
of encouragement and success, and that the outlook for the coming 
year is promising and encouraging. 

The most notable event of the year was the inauguration of Rev. 
Frank Wolford, D.D., as Field Secretary and Additional Professor 
in Theology on the Alumni Professorship Endowment. His formal 
inauguration was held in the Seminary Church, November 14th, 
1913, and was in charge of the President of the Board of Trustees 
of the Seminary. There was a large gathering present, which. in- 
cluded members of the Board of Trustees, the Faculty and students 
of the Seminary, neighboring clergy and residents of the com- 
munity. Dr. Wolford gave a most thoughtful and stirring address 
on "Our Young Men of the Future Ministry." His duties will in- 
clude the visitation of the various congregations, the solicitation of 
funds for the institution and the securing of young men for the 
ministry in addition to the class work in the regular curriculum. 
He has been teaching Hebrew, certain branches of Practical The- 
ology,' and later will take up Sociology in the theological department 
and English Bible in the classical department. Dr. Wolford has been 
most cordially received by the faculty and the student body of the 
Seminary, and has met with encouraging results in the presentation 
of the cause of the Seminary in the various charges before which 
he has appeared. 

The Trustees also wish to mention the work done by the Woman's 
General League, of Hartwick Seminary during the past year in 
awakening interest in the institution, and in prosecuting a most 
energetic campaign to secure a dormitory for the young lady 
students. The results of the League's efforts have been encouraging. 

There have been in the Seminary during the past year forty-six 
students, of whom twelve had the ministry in view. At the last 
commencement, there were nine graduates, of whom four were in 
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the theological department. Of these last named, two return to the 
Seminary this fall for post-graduate work, 'and two have accepted 
calls to congregations and are present at this meeting of Synod as 
applicants for ordination. 

The Trustees also desire to express publicly thanks to the General 
Synod's Board of Education for its appropriation to the Seminary 
and to urge upon all our congregations the duty of supporting the 
Board by contributing the full apportionment laid by the General 
Synod for its work. 

The Trustees draw attention to The Monthly, the paper published 
in the interest of the institution, and urge upon pastors and' con- 
gregations to increase its circulation. 

The Trustees also call Synod's attention to the necessity at this 
convention of electing four Trustees to served upon the Seminary's 
Board for the ensuing three years, in the places of Revs. W. M. 
Baum, Jr., and C. G. Empie, Mr. M. W. Harroway, and Hon. Dow 
Beekman, whose terms of office expire. 

The trustees wish to emphasize the fact that the Seminary is the 
property of the Synod, and also that the success of the institution 
depends upon the support that the Synod gives to it. In all mat- 
ters pertaining to the Seminary, the efficiency of the institution, and 
the interests of the Church are the only questions that count. 
Whatever shows itself as attaining these is the course to be pur- 
sued. The Trustees are only the servants of the Synod, obeying 
its commands, doing its will. The control, the plans, the policy of 
the Seminary are in the hands of the Synod. Synod Ought to be 
thoroughly informed concerning everything connected with the Sem- 
inary, and the desire of the Trustees is that the fullest knowledge 
concerning the institution shall always be in possession of Synod. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees, certain questions 
were presented relative to the purpose and scope of the Seminary 
and the plans and policy for its administration. The Trustees di- 
rected that their report to Synod should state their opinion con- 
cerning the questions asked. The questions are stated in the lan- 
guage in which they were offered to the Board and are as follows : 

1. "Should and must Hartwick Seminary remain located where it 
is?" 

2. "Should additional property be secured there if the Seminary 
is to remain!" 

3. "Should the institution be continued as a Preparatory School 
alone, or as a Preparatory School and College, or as a Preparatory 
School and Theological Seminary (as at present), or as a Prepara- 
tory School and College, and Theological Seminary?" 
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4. "Should it be a School for both sexes?" This question, it was 
said, was occasioned by the appeal of the Woman's League for the 
Girls* Dormitory. 

The Trustees have directed the following statement to be made in 
view of these questions : 

1. The location of Hartwick Seminary was determined by the 
will of Rev. John Christopher Hartwick, its founder, who died in 
1796. The income of the money derived from his estate was used 
in 1797 to pay three teachers, and the Trustees attempted to locate 
the Seminary at Albany. This called forth a suit at law by the resi- 
dents of the town of Hartwick, which showed that the will called 
for the location of the institution on lands that Rev. Hartwick 
owned there, and which determined the location. 

In 1868, when the main building of the Seminary was rebuilt 
and enlarged, the people of Otsego County, in which Hartwick 
Seminary is located, gave some $5,000.00 to the institution in con- 
sideration of a pledge then made that the location of the Seminary 
should never be changed. 

The Seminary has an endowment of about $60,000.00. About two- 
thirds of this sum came from non-Lutheran donors, who gave be- 
cause of a local interest in the institution. 

There is no question but that any attempt to remove the Seminary 
will call forth suits at law to recover money given under the above 
conditions, which would undoubtedly make sad inroads into the 
Seminary's assets and ctipple it most sadly. 

Beside this, while there has been at different times, considerable 
discussion as to a removal of the Seminary, there have never come 
from individuals, societies or communities any proffer of any funds 
to make such removal feasible, nor has there been manifested on 
the part of the Church at large any general demand for such re- 
moval, or any disposition to furnish funds to offset the loss that 
would be caused by any attempt to change the present location. 

Under all these considerations, the question of removal has 
never been considered by the Board of Trustees as at present con- 
stituted. 

2. As to the securing of additional property for the Seminary, the 
practice of the Trustees has been to acquire it only as the develop- 
ment and enlargement of the Seminary has made it necessary. 

3. According to the charter of the Seminary, which was framed 
to carry out the intentions of the will of Rev. Hartwick, Lutheran 
Theology must be taught in the institution, the Principal must be a 
Lutheran clergyman, and seven of the twelve Trustees must be 
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members of the Lutheran Church. As the Seminary is now the 
property of the Synod of New York, which elects all the Trustees, 
all the members of the Board are now, and undoubtedly will al- 
ways continue to be, Lutherans, connected with this Synod. 

The education of young men for the Lutheran ministry being 
the primary reason for the establishment of the institution, the 
Trustees have always endeavored to provide for as much of the 
education of these ministers as possible. The Seminary is under 
direct charge of the Regents of the University of the State of New 
York, holds the rank of an Academy with a four years* course, and 
gives the Regent's Academic and Advanced Academic Diplomas, and 
is empowered to confer degrees in Theology. It also furnishes the 
freshman year of the classical college course. 

Hartwick Seminary has been a •factor in the growth of the Lu- 
theran Church in the state of New York, which has largely con- 
tributed to make the Lutheran Church there what it is. It has supplied 
the bulk of the pastors of this field and has offered an easily acces- 
sible means of education at a moderate expense for young men 
with the ministry in view that could not have been available to many 
of these had they been put to the expense of travel to distant places 
and costlier board in larger towns. It has kept many a congregation 
from being pastorless, and thus from death, and has thus nurtured 
the sources from which the majority of our pastors have come. 

As the Seminary has been able, it has incteased its equipment, 
its curriculum and its faculty, hoping thereby to meet more fully its 
mission. If, in the end, it will be able to add to the theological and 
academic courses a full college curriculum, it will no doubt be able 
to do a still greater work without detracting from the other educa- 
tional institutions of the General Synod. 

4. While primarily for the education of ministers, the Christian 
education of young men came to be considered as of importance by 
the Seminary, and its academic department was opened to them. 
Then there were those in the Church who desired a school under 
Church supervision for their daughters, and since the year 185 1 
young ladies have been admitted to the academic department. It is 
to furnish a separate dormitory for these that the Woman's League 
is working. In thus admitting both sexes, the Seminary is at one 
with the other educational institutions of the General Synod, Gettys- 
burg, Wittenberg, Carthage, and Midland. 

The Trustees are glad to make this statement and will take pleas- 
ure in giving any other information concerning the Seminary and 
its work that they possibly can. Their only desire is to do that 
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which will be for the highest interest of the Church and to admin- 
ister faithfully the trust the Synod has placed within their hands. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Trustees respect f..!ly offer the following recommendations 
which they request the S. nod to adopt : 

1. Resolved, That SynoJ views with pleasure the evidences of 
growth and progress in Ilartwick Seminary and hereby expresses 
its appreciation of the faithful work of the professors and its grati- 
tude to them for their self-sacrificing devotion to the institution. 

2. Resolved, That Synod is pleased to learn of the induction into 
office and of the successful work of Rev. Frank Wolford, D.D., as 
Alumni Professor and Field Secretary, and hereby recommends him 
to the congregations of Synod irf his official character, urging their 
co-operation and support. 

3. Resolved, That Synod hereby expresses its pleasure at the 
earnestness and activity of the Woman's General League of Hart- 
wick Seminary, endorses its work and urges it to continued efforts 
qnd success. 

4. Resolved, That Synod hereby expresses its gratitude to the 
General Synod's Board of Education for its support of Hartwick 
Seminary, and earnestly urges its congregations to fully meet the 
apportionment for the Board as laid by the General Synod. 

5. Resolved, That Synod continue the apportionment of five cents 
per member as heretofore voted by Synod for the Van Alstine 
Professorship of the Seminary, also, that, as in the past, the last 
page of the cover of the minutes be devoted to the advertisement of 
the Seminary, also that Synod recommends to pastors and congre- 
gations The Monthly as an efficient and well-edited helper in the 
work of the institution, and requests the sympathy, the prayers and 
the co-operation of all in the support of this, the Synod's own 
school.

Rev. Williiam Seidel, a liewly enrolled member of Synod, 
was introduced. 

Revs. A. S. Hartman, D.D., and L. B. Wolf, D.D., were 
received as visiting members.

FOURTH SESSION 

Wednesday, 2:00 p. m. 

The session was opened with prayer by Rev. L. B. Wolf, 
D.D. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and ap- 
proved. 

The Committee on Speakers and Fraternal Delegates 
made its report. (See Synodical Calendar.) 

Rev. F. L. Sigmund, D.D., Superintendent of the Luther- 
an Publication Society, addressed the Synod concerning pub- 
lication matters. 

Rev. J. C. Trauger, the Synod's trustee of the Tressler 
Orphans' Home, at Loysville, Pa., presented his report. 

Report of Trustee of Loysville Orphans' Home 

Your trustee on the Board of the Tressler Orphans* Home at Loys- 
ville attended the meeting of the Board on June 3d, and remained 
for the big day, Thursday, June 4th. The meeting of the Board, as 
far as I could see, from my first meeting together with them, was 
very harmonious, and a deep interest was manifest in the institution. 
It was an unusual occasion, for the new brick printing building, 
called after the brothers who made the erection of the building 
possible, "The Sharretts Building," was dedicated. Quite a few 
members of the Board took part, and one of the Brothers Sharretts 
was present and made a few remarks. Whilst at that time the 
building was not quite finished, the printery by this time is moved 
into it. The printing department is to be placed in A No. i condi- 
tion, and the Home will be glad to do work for you or your Church 
at reasonable rates. An experienced printer is to .be employed to 
teach the boys. 
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The Home has now about 250 children, and applications on hand 
for at least about 40 that cannot be considered, owing to the inade- 
quacy of conveniences. The Home needs many things such as our 
Churches might be able to conveniently furnish, but above all not 
to neglect either Christmas Day or Children's Day offering, or, 
better still, an apportionment for the Home. This money the Home 
needs to feed and clothe 250 orphan children. 

While it was your trustee's privilege to attend Board Meeting 
and Commencement exercises, and see the great work the IJome is 
accomplishing for the Church, he could not take an active part in 
the business, owing to his unacquaintance with the work. However, 
he did make an address, with others, on Wednesday night before 
the school, the Board, and visitors. It was quite an inspiration. 

My service has been rendered and the expense of the direct trip 
to Loysville and return is $14.22, which I ask Synod to pay.

Resolved, That we heartily endorse the Loysville Orphans' 
Home, but because of the expense incurred, do not think 
it practicable to elect a trustee for the future. 

Rev. John Weidley, D.D., President of the National Lu- 
theran Home for the Aged, presented the claims of that 
institution before Synod. 

Mrs. Philip M. Rossman, delegate from the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Synod of 
New York, presented the greeting of that body, and was 
appropriately responded to by the President. 

The following ministers, representing the various denomi- 
nations in the city of Paterson were heard bearing greetings : 
The Rev. Dr. Shaw, President of the Paterson Ministerial 
Association ; Rev. Merriam, of the Congregational Church ; 
the Rev. Dr. Snodgrass, of the Methodist Episcopal Church ; 
Rev. Eugene M. Morrison, of the Dutch Reformed Church ; 
the Rev. Dr. Waldo, of the Baptist Church ; the Rev. Dr. 
Hamilton, of the Protestant Episcopal Church; and the 
Rev. Dr. McCauley, of the Presbyterian Church. Dr. Mc- 
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Cauley, who is Secretary of the Feaeration of Churches of 
New Jersey, also spoke in behalf of that movement. 

To all of these brethren the President fittingly responded. 

The Home Mission and Church Extension Committee 
presented its report. 

Report of Home Mission and Church Extension Committee 

Your Committee would respectfully report the following: 
At the organization of the committee for the year, the following 
officers were elected: Chairman, Rev. G. B. Young, D.D. ; Secre- 
tary, Rev. W. H. Reimer; Treasurer, Rev. C. Zinssraeister. 

/. Protest, 

On October 13th, at a special meeting of the committee, held at 
83 Christopher Street, New York City, a protest against our Mis- 
sion at City Line, Brooklyn, was received from Revs. Fisher and 
Jaxheimer. The same was referred to the Arbitration Committee 
of Synod, with the following result: 

(a) That the City Line Mission be permitted to continue in its 
present location. 

(b) That no efforts be made to secure members from the Church 
of the Reformation, or from St. Luke's. 

(c) That to change the location in the future, the matter shall 
be placed witff a special committee, one member from each Synod, 
and a third to be chosen by them, if they desire one. 

(d) That, therefore, the protests of the churches be not sustained. 

//. Italian Mission at West Hohoken, 

At the last meeting of Synod, held at St. James Lutheran Church. 
Gloversville, N. Y., the following resolution was adopted: That 
the Synod withdraw its support from Rev. A. Bongarzone. 

At the December meeting of the committee the following import- 
ant action was received from the Board of Home Missions : 

First : That Rev. Bohgarzone be requested to retire from the Mis- 
sion on January ist, 1914. 

Second : That Sister Maud, who has retired from the field, be re- 
' quested to return and resume her work. 

Third: That a successor to Bongarzone be secured as soon as 
possible. 

Fourth : That the resignation of Rev. G. Rupley as Superintendent 
of the Mission be accepted. 

Fifth: That the supervision of the work hereafter be placed in 
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the hands of the Board's Committee on Women's Work. Later the 
work was placed by the Home Mission Board in charge of a local 
committee, composed of G. B. Young, F. H. Knubel, and G. Rupley. 
After the retirement of Rev. A. Bongarzone, a graduate of Dr. 
White's Bible School, the Rev. L. Ordile, was secured to succeed 
Rev. Bongarzone. Sister Maud was recalled, the work progressed, 
and the outlook was favorable. But through the persistent opposi- 
tion of the former pastor it was deemed advisable to again with- 
draw Sister Maud from the field. 

On July 27th we received the resignation of Rev. Ordile. Since 
his resignation no successor has been secured, but according to re- 
cent action taken by the Board of Home Missions, we are informed 
that the work is to be continued entirely under tl^e direction of the 
Special Comitt^e of the Board on Women's Work. 

GREKI^EY, JPA. 

Having learned in November of a promising field at Greely, Pa"., 
the Missionary Superintendent was sent to make investigations. 
His report was most favorable, and, in view of this. Rev. Zinss- 
meister was given two days the second week of each month, to care 
for this important field. The work developed rapidly. Lots were 
donated and plans for building have been drawn. Three adjacent 
fields, Hawley, Lackawaxen, and Shohola, have been attached to 
Greeley, and thus a self-sustaining charge has been formed. Rev. 
Walther Pfeil has been called as pastor and is rendering efficient 
service. We commend our Missionary Superintendent most highly 
for his successful efforts at Greely. 

CITY UNE, BROOKI^YN 

Since the last meeting of Synod the Missionary Superintendent 
has retired from the Bronx, and taken up his headquarters at our 
Mission House at 287 Magenta Street, City Line, Brooklyn. A 
flourishing Sunday-school has been established, an active Ladies' 
Aid Society formed, and congregation organized and incorporated. 
The urgent need of the field is the securing of building lots, and 
the erection of a chapel. 

R0SEDAI,K, U I. 

From the beginning our people at Rosedale have been greatlsr 
hindered in their work by the lack of a suitable place in which to 
worship, the only place available being the Chemical Engine House. 

With the approval of the Church Council of the Church at Rose- 
dale, and the Board of Church Extension, Rev. Zinssmeister was 
authorized to complete the plans for building. The Board of Church 
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Extension generously pledged a loan of $1,500.00 towards the work, 
and the bankers have promised $4,000.00. Owing to the stringency 
in the money market the loan of $4,000.00 has been withdrawn. 

During the summer Rev. Dudde, of Hartwick Seminary, has 
served the people at Rosedale very acceptably. 

HOMESTEAD, N. J. 

Rev. W. H. Stutts, President of the Southern Conference, having 
called the attention of the committee to the need of a Sunday-school 
at Homestead, N. J., Revs. Heindel and Reimer were appointed to 
make investigations. The report was favorable and a pledge of 
$7.00 per month was secured from the Board of Church Extension 
to pay toward the rental of a hall in which to worship, and Rev. 
Frederick placed in charge. 

Gr,EN MORRIS, I.. I. 

A very promising field having come to our notice at Glen Morris, 
L. I., the Missionary Superintendent and the Chairman of the 
Committee were authorized to begin work. A commodious house, 
free of charge, was placed at our disposal in which to worship, and 
during the month of August a Sunday-school was organized with 
an enrollment of seventy-six scholars. Inasmuch as there is no 
other church of any denomination in this rapidly growing suburb, 
the outlook for us is especially favorable. 

RECOM MENDATIONS 

I. That the salary of the Missionary Superintendent be $1,500.00, 
one-half to be borne by the Board of Home Missions, and $100.00 
additional for expenses be paid in monthly installments by the Treas- 
urer of Synod. 

n. That the sum of $50.00 be paid the Missionary Superintendent, 
the same being the balance due from the past year. 

in. That a Committee b^ appointed to investigate the present 
status of the Italian Mission at West Hoboken, and the relation of 
the former pastor. Rev. Bongarzone, to the Mission.

Rev. Carl Zinssmeister, Missionary Superintendent, read 
his report. 
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Annual Report of the Missionary Superintendent. 

In rendering my seventh annual report I desire above all, to ex- 
press my profound gratitude to our Heavenly Father for His 
gracious forbearance, protecting care and blessed privileges granted 
me throughout the past year. To the Advisory Committee, the 
Board of Church Extension and that of Home Mission; and all 
others,, who in any wise helped in making the past year productive 
of much good, and in advancing the borders of our beloved Zion. 

ST. PETER'S, TORONTO, CANADA 

In company with Doctor Hartman, this field was visited and a 
conference held with a view of learning to know the needs and de- 
sires of the people. Arrangements were entered into that the super- 
intendent supply them shortly after Easter, 1914, which, owing to 
the many fields under my supervision in the Southern Conference, 
could not be complied with, ^nd after much correspondence and de- 
liberation the Home Mission Board finally took it in hand, and sent 
Rev. Walter Fieg, graduate of Gettysburg in May, who assumed 
charge, and is at present pastor of this difficult German English 
field. The congregation has applied for membership to the Presi- 
dent of the Synod. 

HOI^Y CX)MF0RTER, HIGHBRTDGE, BRONX, NEW YORK 

The care of this field was re-committed to me after the last meet- 
ing of Synod, and steps were at once taken to secure a missionary 
for this important work. Rev. H. Mueller visited the congrega- 
tion November 2d, and was called November 12th, and entered upon 
his work December ist. He was installed on the i8th. It is re- 
gretted that the condition of Dr. Mueller's health is such that he 
has deemed it necessary to resign this charge to take effect early in 
the coming spring, by which time we hope a worthy and efficient 
successor may be secured for this nobfe band of Lutherans. 

ST. PHILIPS, (city UNE), BROOKLYN, NEW YORK 

The canvass made under the auspices of the Advisory Committee 
in the summer of 1913, the church-house purchased, the payments 
made and the work fostered by Rev. G. B. Young, was, with a 
Sunday-school previously organized, turned over to me October 
loth, 1913. I had scarcely entered upon the work when a protest 
by two neighboring congregations was entered, which tied my hands 
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until it was adjudged in our favor in the early part of December, 
1913. This had a disheartening effect upon the work. We did our 
best to rally our forces to face a brighter future. The work has 
moved gradually forward, and a more determined and hopeful spirit 
is now manifested. We have a' Sunday-school of more than 100 
enrolled, a Ladies' Aid Society; which does splendid work. The 
congregation was regularly organized May 20th, with 46 charter 
members and duly incorporated June 26th, 1914. The property was 
deeded to the congregation by the Advisory Committee and St. 
Philip's has met its payments on the same regularly. There is a 
hopeful outlook for this mission in a section of Brooklyn where 
our Church is needed. This mission has applied for membership 
to the President of Synod. 

H0I,Y TRINITY, H0I,I,IS, L. I. 

This mission became vacant in the early summer of 1913, and was 
supplied with preaching by the President of Conference, Rev. W. 
H. Stutts, who, with the consent of the Advisory Committee, placed 
it in my charge. I supplied this field; assisted in the adjustment 
of the finances ; prepared a call duly signed and transmitted to Rev. 
Stephen Traver, who accepted it and entered upon his duty January 
1st, 1914. The growth of this field has been retarded by the fre- 
quent changes. It is hoped that the present relation may abide for 
years to come, as the missionary is a man of experience, and we 
have reasons to believe the right man for this mission. 

CHRIST CHURCH, ROSEDALE, LONG ISLAND 

This field came under my supervision with 'the beginning of the 
last synodical year, and had my attention throughout the past year. 
The final payments of the centrally located lots were made and 
cleared of all encumbrance. Plans and specifications were drawn, 
prepared, accepted, and bids called for and contract awarded for the 
building of another beautiful church. All preparations were made 
to begin work August ist, 1914, when the European War broke out, 
and because of which the bank called in its loan, awaiting further 
developments. This was a severe blow to our people. A more 
earnest, devoted and hard-working band of Lutherans will be diffi- 
cult to find. A church is needed in this suburb; needed for the 
proper training of the young, for the building of Christian char- 
acters; for the living and dying alike, so the consolation of the 
Gospel may be theirs. As soon as the financial conditions improve, 
building operations will begin. 
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ST. STEPHEN AND ST. I,UKE, HICKSVII.I,E CHARGE, L. I. 

The pastor, Rev. C. A. Schroeder was, owingto impaired health, 
necessitated to relinquish his labors in above field on April ist. 
1914. With the consent of the President of the Southern Confer- 
ence, the Advisory Committee, and the councils of both congrega- 
tions, this work was given into my charge. Both congregations 
very reluctantly gave way to the severance of the pleasant relations 
that existed between themselves and their pastor, which made my 
task no less difficult. Realizing the situation, I did my utmost to 
rally the forces and set them at work. The response was generous, 
and my expectations were fully realized. The debt was reduced 
to the amount of five hundred dollars, and the interest and all 
other obligations were promptly met. Several candidates visited 
the field, who, owing to linguistic requirements, were not available. 
Rev. Henry C. Lang visited the field twice, and on August 16th, 
was unanimously elected pastor. A call was extended, accepted, 
and on October ist will assume charge of this important mission. 
It is hoped that he may prove the right man for St. Stephen and 
St. Luke. 

ST. ANDREW, GI.EN MORRIS, I<0NG ISI.AND 

This is a new point, a new development on Long Island. Rev. 
G. B. Young, pastor of St. Matthew's, took up his summer residence 
in this section, because of which he became instrumental in the 
establishing of a Sunday-school. This field was brought to the at- 
tention of the Advisory Committee, and the services of the superin- 
tendent asked. A canvass was made, which proved the need of a 
Church. This work is peculiar, in that the Lutherans are in the 
minority at present, and the several denominations, to wit: the 
Mfthodist Episcopals, Baptists, Presbyterians, and Episcopals de- 
cided with the Lutheran constituency to establish an English Lu- 
theran Church. Seven lots have been selected in which a conces- 
sion of some $2,500.00 was made, and a fine house placed at our 
disposal free of rent. The property is located on the corner or 
Hawtree Avenue and Lambert Street. The Sunday-school inaug^u- 
rated by Dr. Young has reached an enrollment of 78 during the 
month of August, which, with the development of the work, has 
been placed in my hands since September ist. The vesper services 
opened September 6th, has reached an attendance of over 40. An 
organ, furniture and books have been secured, and provided for 
by the people themselves. The offerings of the people amounted to 
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$118.00 during the first month of its existence. These facts are 
eloquent and speak for themselves. It is hoped early arrangements 
may be made for a regular missionary. A Ladies' Guild of an effi- 
cient set of women was organized by me on August i8th, 1914. 

SELF-SUPPORTING WORK 

Greeley, Pa., was first brought to my attention a little over a year 
ago, when a list of names, and a request to visit them reached me 
just as I left for Syracuse, N. Y. On my return I brought it to 
the attention of the Advisory Committee, which authorized a visit. 
I reached the field November 13th last, and held the first service 
in the Greeley schoolhouse. Another service was held, and ar- 
rangements to organize were entered into. The Constitution was 
adopted December loth, officers elected, and steps to incorporate 
taken. On January /th a Ladies* Aid was organized, a Sunday- 
school on the 8th. The lots 105x400 tendered free of all encum- 
brances to the congregation by a member, Fred LindhoflF, were ac- 
cepted, plans and specifications prepared, accepted, and work of 
cleaning the lots, and preparations to build were carefully consid- 
ered. Mr. Walter Pfeil was placed in charge May ist, and in part 
supported by the Board of Home Mission. After three months 
support at $20.00 a month, or $60.00 in all, a self-supporting charge 
was established by the addition of Lackawaxen, Shohola and Haw- 
ley, three independent congregations. The salary was .fixed at 
$740.00, and parsonage, which after a thorough renovation, was oc- 
cupied by the missionary, and by resolution of St. Luke's congrega- 
tion, the BoJard was relieved of further support. It is the intention 
of the missionary that these independent congregations be regularly 
organized and brought into organic union with the Synod during 
the ensuing year. St. Luke has placed its application for membership 
in the hands of the President of Synod and Mr. Walter Pfeil has 
applied for ordination. This charge being mostly German, the 
brother can satisfy the demands of the field. Thus the borders of 
Zion are extended more and more. 

VISITATION OP m:issions 

The Synod, by its action last year, entered upon a joint service 
with the Board of Home Mission, which paid one-half of the salary. ' 
This implied some new duties and one of them was visiting missions 
and congregations. I visited 13 missions outside of those regularly 
supplied. Time and space will not permit me to give any adequate 
report, suffice it to say, that the success or failure of the work de- 
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pends largely upon the missionary. New York mission fields need 
men; virile men; men of stout hearts, resolute .spirit, indom- 
initable energy, fully consecrated to the work: only such can ex- 
pect to succeed. 

IN C0Na:.usi0N 

Mr. John H. Dudde, a senior of Hartwick Seminary, has assisted 
me for about three months in the work, and his support was secured 
from the several points on the field. In so doing, we have cared for 
in all 9 mission points or congregations since last April up to Sep- 
tember 15th, with the Board's aid, to the amount of sixty dollars, 
apart from the superintendent's support, which was granted to Mr. 
Walter Pfeil, of Greeley, Pa. In so doing we have practically added 
some twenty thousand realty, some two hundred members, and 
about that number of Sunday-school scholars to our Synod's assets. 
For all of which we are grateful to God.

Synod read his report. 

Report of Delegate to New York and New England Synod 

Your delegate attended the meeting of the New York and New 
England Synod in Utica last June. It met in the Church of the 
Redeemer, Rev. E. F. Keever, D.D., pastor. The representatives of 
the New York Ministerium, and the Ministerium of Pennsylvania 
were present, and conveyed the greeting of those two bodies. 

We were impressed with the vigor and enthusiasm which char- 
acterized the working of the Synod. The question of the appor- 
tionment received considerable attention and caused spirited dis- 
cussion. 

In our address we emphasized the desirability and need of a 
closer co-operation and union of the various Lutheran bodies, if our 
Church is to take her rightful place among the religious forces of 
America. We also emphasized the fact that there is a gradual devel- 
opment of what we termed a healthy conservatism among the 
younger element in the General Synod. 

We were very much interested in a paper read by one of the mem- 
bers of Synod on the subject of Church union. It was a sympathetic 
presentation of this much discussed question. I quote a statement 
of the writer which will be of interest to this Synod. "The General 
Synod, the Synod South, and the General Council are practically 
one." The paper received the endorsement of Syn6d and was or- 
dered printed in the Lutheran, the official organ of the General 
Council. 

We would recommend that fraternal relations be continued, and a 
delegate elected to represent this body, at the next meeting of their 
Synod.

Report of Committee on Conferences 

Your Committee on Report of Conferences beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

We find that the five Conferences of Synod held their usual ses- 
sions with most interesting and instructive programs, and trans- 
acted such business as came within their provinces. We also find 
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several matters in the minutes of the Hudson Conference, claiming 
the attention of Synod, and refer the following items to Synod for 
action : 
Recommendations to Synod by the Hudson Conference, 1914 

1. "Resolved, That we as a Conference petition Synod to establish 
the same rule in the election of lay delegates to General Synod as 
applies already in the election of clerical delegates/* 

2. "We recommend that the status of our Conference alternate 
delegates to General Synod be not so construed as to prohibit their 
candidacy for regular delegates on the floor of Synod." 

3. '^Whereas, under the Constitution of Synod most of the busi- 
ness formerly considered on the floor of Synod is now attended to 
by Conference, be it Resolved, that the Hudson Conference requests 
Synod to so amend the Constitution of Synod that we shall have 
biennial conventions of Synod instead of annual meetings, and 
that Synodical meetings be held on the alternate- years with the 
meeting of General Synod." 

4. "We request Synod to try again to secure the passage of a bill 
requiring the reading of the Bible in our public schools." 

5. "We urge Synod to memoralize the Congress of the United 
States for the passage of a uniform divorce law." 

I. The first two items seem to have been provided for in the recent 
amendment to the Constitution. 

IL The third item concerning the biennial conventions of Synod 
we deem impracticable and inexpedient at this time. 

ni. The fourth item relative to renewed efforts to secure the pas- 
sage of a bill requiring the reading of the Bible in our public schools 
We heartily recommend that a committee be appointed to secure the 
drafting of the bill, its presentation before the Legislature, and ar- 
range for a hearing, if possible. 

rV. The fifth item refers to the passage of a Uniform Divorce 
Law. We recommend the passing of this resolution.

Resolved, That we deplore the present terrible calamity in Europe 
as most un-Christian and anti-Christian, humbly entreat our God to 
spare us from any complications that may cause war to devastate our 
fair land, and resolve more earnestly to teach and live the principles 
that shall show forth the beauty and cause to dominate the religion 
of the Prince of Peace, and express our willingness to respond to 
whatever charitable and benevolent demands the evil results of the 
present conflict may lay at our doors and hearts. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to co-operate with the 
other Lutheran bodies on this territory in calling and conducting an 
annual convention of the university and college students for con- 
sideration and presentation of the claims and work of the Church. 

Resolved, That the new Committee on Resolutions be appointed 
at this convention and be a standing committee, the same rule to 
follow in succeeding years. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of Synod shall send a statement of 
amount due on General Synod, Synodical Ti-easury and Ministerial 
Education apportionment to the secretary of each congregation thirty 
days prior to the annual meeting of Synod. 

Resolved, That the sexton and organist of the Church of this 
convention be presented by the treasurer of the Synod with the 
usual amount paid for such services. 

Resolved, That we express to the ministers of Paterson who 
have given us such a cordial welcome to the city, our appreciation 
of the heartiness of their extended hand and of the kind words 
spoken on the floor of our convention. 

Resolved, That we extend to the First English Lutheran Church, 
of Paterson, our hearty thanks for the use of their building, for the 
labor and expense manifest in decorations, music, and the entire 
arrangements for our comfort, convenience and pleasure, and for 
the delightful reception of Wednesday evening. And especially 
our thanks to Pastor Bean for his constant efforts and untiring at- 
tempts to provide for all our many needs and still more numerous 
wants.

Report of Committee on President's Report 

Your Committee on the Annual Report of the President of Synod 
finds another indication of the door of opportunity that the Head of 
the Church has opened for us in the multitudinous duties and mani- 
fold cares that pertain to the executive office. It also finds cause for 
gratitude to Almighty God that He has given us men who have 
been faithful, diligent and efficient in the performance of their trust 
as executives of this large Synod, and we would record the acknowl- 
edgments of the Synod of the conscientious and valuable services 
of the retiring President. 

The President's report deals largely with recording activities of 
our Churches, and the functional discharge of his duties. We note 
with pleasure and thankfulness to God the application of five men 
for ordination to the ministry, and of three congregations for ad- 
mission to the Synod, evidences of the growth of the Church that 
we cannot with safety see decrease. Once more, brethren, allow us 
to lay it upon your minds and hearts to pray and labor for more 
men for the ministry. 

The following matters referred to in the President's report your 
Committee would recommend to Synod for action: 

1. That the request of the Woman's Home and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of this Synod that the minutes of their convention be 
published with the printed minutes of this Synod be granted. 

2. That the following be inserted in an appropriate place in the 
minutes of Synod: 

"Directory and Bureau of Information." 

"For securing pastoral care and direction for persons removing 
from one community to another the following pastors may be con- 
sulted in the cities named, who will give immediate and careful at- 
tention to each case. (See Appendix)." 

3. That the request, of the Statistical Secretary of the General 
Synod to make the manner of reporting the pastorates of the Synod 
on our parochial reports similar to that in vogue in the majority of 
Synods be granted. 

4. That Synod cannot but note with alarm the large list of vacant 
congregations, and with increased alarm the fact that some of these 
have for so long a time been either vacant or unsettled in their pas- 
toral relations. That, therefore, the Home Mission Committees of 
the Conferences be requested to make determined effort to consoli- 
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date such vacant stations as could be combined to form a pastorate, 
that could secure either a permanent or missionary pastor, and that 
the Home Mission Committee of the Synod be instructed to aid 
these committees in every way possible, using the services of the 
Missionary Superintendent whenever available. 

That every pastor give to the President of the respective Confer- 
ences the names of men of their congregation who are willing and 
able to serve as lay-readers.

Add, "Who shall take the place of 
their respective principals in case a vacancy occurs before the prin- 
cipal recommended by Conference is confirmed by Synod." 

Art. X, Sec. 6. Add, "All lay delegates and alternates must be cer- 
tified members in good and regular standing in a Lutheran Church 
connected with this Synod, and are not eligible twice in succession/^

Report of Committee on Papers and Documents 

The following documents were placed in the hands of your com- 
mittee : 

1. A letter from the President of the New York and New England 
Synod, suggesting the co-operation of the Committees on Home Mis- 
sions of the respective Synods in the location of missions in New 
York City, in order that the work of the two bodies may be car- 
ried on in the spirit of comity and greater efficiency. 

2. A letter from the Editor of the Lutheran Church Work, re- 
questing our Synod to make plans for the systematic extension of 
the subscription list of our General Synod weekly. 

3. A communication from Dr. Waltz, President of the Lutheran 
Brotherhood of the General Synod, urging the Synod's co-operation 
in this important phase of our Church work. 

4. A letter from the Advisory Committee of the World's Confer- 
ence on Faith and Order, emphasizing the unmistakable signs, mak- 
ing this an opportune time for more specific and determined effort 
for Church unity. 

5. A letter from the Chairlady of the committee of the Woman's 
General League of Hartwick Seminary, urging upon the brethren 
of Synod their continued interest and co-operation in the raising of 
the $10,000.00 fund for the Girls* Dormitory. 

6. A letter from the. Secretary of the Inter-church Federation of 
New Jersey, requesting the Synod to- send a delegate to be a mem- 
ber of the Council or Governing Committee. 

We would recommend: 

1. That the suggestion of the President of the New York and 
New England Synod be acted upon, and that the Home Missionary 
Committee of our Synod be authorized to meet with the Correspond- 
ing Committee of the New York and New England Synod, to de- 
vise plans and methods in the establishing of missions in New York 
City. 

2. That the pastors of our Synod make an earnest effort to place 
the Lutheran Church Work, the official organ of the General Synod, 
in the homes of our people, that the desire and hope of the Com- 
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mittee of reaching the 13,000 subscriptions be realized before the 
next meeting of the General Synod. 

3. That we emphasize the importance of the Lutheran Brother- 
hood, and of increasing the efficiency of this important work of our 
Church, and that we co-operate in making the next meeting of the 
Brotherhood in Akron, Ohio, immediately, prior to the meeting of 
the General Synod, the most helpful and inspiring of any thus 
far held. 

4. That we are in sympathy with all efforts looking toward a ful- 
ler realization of the spirit of unity, and stand ready to co-operate 
in all movements which will further this end. 

5. That we continue to do all we can to bring to a successful end 
the raising of the remaining sum of the $10,000.00 for the Girls' 
Dormitory at Hartwick Seminary, and we would especially urge 
those churches which have not seen their way clear to make an 
offering to this cause to do so as soon as possible.

We heartily re-affirm the resolutions adopted in preceding years, 
that pastors by precept and example endeavor to bring mankind to 
the Biblical standard of moral conduct and Christian life.

The Committee on the State of the Church presented its 
report. 

Report of Committee on the State of the Church 

The state of the Church as represented by the pastoral charges 
of our Synod is a subject which should enlist the prayerful atten- 
tion of all who have the welfare of our Lutheran Zion at heart. 

The first messengers sent out by the Master to declare His un- 
searchable truth were wont to return in due time with a report of 
their labors and experiences. We, His ministers of a later day, 
have likewise submitted to this Synod reports of the labors per- 
formed, of apparent successes and ofttimes discouragements. 

We cannot tell of the full measure of success which has attended 
our efforts, for none can guage the work of divine grace in the 
human heart. Neither' can we declare apparent defeats and dis- 
couragements to be without influence for good and aids in the ex- 
tension of the kingdom of God on earth. While Paul may plant 
and Appolos waters, God gives the increase. Our part consists in 
breaking the fallow ground in human hearts, and in sowing the 
seed which is the Word of God, and then comes to us the divine 
promise that in due time we shall reap if we faint not. Upon this 
we rest, "for He is faithful that hath promised." 

The state of religion in any Synod, parish, or life can be known 
to God alone from the fact that "Man looketh upon the outward 
appearance," whereas, "the Lord looketh upon the heart," wherein 
religion has its seat. We can only deal with externals from which 
our conclusions must be drawn. The data upon which we base our 
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report have been gathered from the uniform blanks used by the 
several Conferences. 

From these we learn that there is a steady increase of membership 
among the Churches, showing the presence of the Holy Spirit, and 
faithful and zealous labor upon the part of pastors and people. That 
there are distracting influences at work in every community and 
parish, none can doubt, and that the increase of the visible Church 
might be larger save for the spirit of worldliness is evident, yet for 
the labors of the faithful, for the zeal of the spiritually minded and 
for the hopefulness of those trusting in the promises of the Lord 
of the harvest, let us be thankful and pray for larger and better 
things for the Church. 

It is a source of gratitude to God that the attendance upon Divine 
worship is showing an increase over former years. God's Word 
cannot return unto Him void, but it shall accomplish that which 
He pleases and it shall prosper in the thing whereto He sent it. 

More and more are our people being led to see and know the 
worth of spiritual riches and growth in grace, as is evinced by the 
attendance at communion, reported by the greater number of our 
pastors. 

The honored custom and practice of the fathers in instructing the 
young in holy things is growing, as is shown by the large interest 
being taken in the catechization of our children and youth. This 
causes us to rejoice. 

The spirit of loyalty to our own household of faith predominates 
among the Churches. The Church of the Reformation will continue 
to occupy her place among the Churches of the land and of the 
world, and carry out the mission intrusted to her in the measure 
that her sons and daughters are loyal to the traditions of the fathers. 
As a promising sign of future loyalty, we note the interest being 
taken in the acquirement of knowledge and information relative to 
our own denomination. What t-he great Lutheran Church most 
needs is Lutherans I men and women who will cling to their Church, 
bear high 'its standard, defend it from misrepresentation, and do 
and sacrifice for it with a devotion that will not tire. 

That the men of our Synod are taking a larger share in the 
operations of the Church, aside from the financial, is a cause for 
rejoicing. When we see the strong and busy men of affairs giving 
of their time as well as of their treasure to the carrying on of the 
Master's work, we catch a yision of what the Church and its work 
might become when the laity shall recognize its fullest call to duty, 
its allegiance to the Church and 'its Lord. 

With deep regret we note that in many of our parishes nhere is 
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difficulty ill meeting the apportionment for Benevolence. We be- 
lieve this is not due to indifference, nor to a lack of the true spirit 
of benificence. In many cases, local conditions, lack of training in 
giving in former years, parishes composed of few people of large 
means, the building of new houses of worship, the stringency of tb** 
times, are among the various reasons given for failure to meet this 
obligation. But as pastors we should teach that the last place for 
retrenchment should be in the Church of the living God. When we 
bring tithes into His storehouse, when we give, not of necessity, 
but of love and loyalty to God and to His Church, then will we be 
most instrumental in the advancement of the kingdom on earth. 

Finally, as to the discouragements, some of which needs be felt 
by the servants in the Lord's vineyard. The Church in every age 
of her history has had her peculiar trials and difficulties. The 
present can be no exception, and though the battle, now and again, 
may seem to be going against her, yet she has ever triumphed over 
the enemies of her Lord and her own. 

There are not wanting evidences of divine favor and blessing upon 
all our Churches; and yet it is evident from a study of conditions 
as set forth in the reports of the fathers and brethren here as- 
sembled that the state of the Church, in the main, is such that the 
burden of our prayers should be for the spirit of more entire con- 
secration of heart and life to Christ and His service. Mindful of 
the promise that "he that goeth forth weeping, bearing precious seed 
shall doubtless come again rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him," 
let us return to our respective fields of labor, cheered by this prom- 
ise, that when again we meet, we may tell how great things the Lord 
hath done for us.

Your Committee on the Minutes of Synod beg to report that but 
one item yet claims the attention of Synod. On page 57, a resolution 
in the report of the Committee on the Minutes of Conference, reads :

The Committee on Memoirs read its report. 



Report of Committee on Memoirs 

It is the sad duty of your Committee to report that since we last 
met in Synodical Convention, two of our ministerial brethren have 
closed their earthly labors and have entered upon that rest that re- 
maineth for the people of God, Rev. H. Liebich, pastor of St. Peter's 
Church, Albany; and Rev. Dr. J. J. Young, pastor of St. John's 
Church, New York City. 

REV, HERMAN LIEBICH 

Pastor Liebich died at his home in Delmar, N. Y., February 14th, 
1914, in the 44th year of his age. This brother was a comparative 
stranger to us, having been united with our Synod only a few years, 
the most of his ministerial life having been spent in serving 
Churches in connection with the New York Ministerium. From an 
obituary published by his successor, Pastor Gruver, in the Lutheran 
Church Work, we have gathered the following biographical facts: 
Pastor Liebich was born in Kochen, Germany, October 20th, 1870, 
and was aged 43 years, 3 months and 24 days. He was confirmed 
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early in life and at the age of 12 years he entered the gymnasium 
at Breslau, where he remained nine years. Completing his classical 
course. His theological course was taken at the Krupp's Theologi- 
cal Seminary, Germany. In June, 1893, he came to this country, 
and some time later was married to Miss Dorothea Veers, also from 
Germany. 

Pastor Liebich served the following congregations: Farmington, 
N. Y., two years; Farnham, N. Y., seven years; Trinity, Albany, 
nine years ; and St. Peter's, Albany, N. Y., two years. All the above 
congregations were connected with the New York Ministerium, ex- 
cept the last, which was in the General Synod. While a member of 
the New York Ministerium, he also served Buffalo Conference, five 
years as Secretary, and two years as president. His last work was 
in St. Peter's Lutheran Church, Albany, which he organized, and 
which was his fond ambition and hope. 

The funeral services were held in the church which he has organ- 
ized and faithfully served. These services were in charge of Rev. C. 

B. Gruver, who had supplied the congregation during the sickness of 
Pastor Liebich. Addresses were delivered by Rev. C. B. Gruver, 
Rev. C. W. Leitzell, D.D., of the First Church, Albany; and Rev. 

C. M. Gueldenapfel, of the Lutheran Church, Castleton, N. Y. 
Revs. H. M. Oberholtzer, D.D., P. M. Crounse, and J. D. Duersch- 

ner also were present and took part in the services. The body lay 
in state at the church three hours before the regular services began, 
and a large number of friends came to show their sympathy, and as 
an expression of the high esteem in which he was held. 

Pastor Liebich is survived by his father and mother, a younger 
brother, and his widow and eight children. His body lies buried 
in St. Matthew's Lutheran cemetery, Albany, N. Y. 

REV. JOHN JACOB YOUNG, D. D. 

This beloved brother, whose genial and familiar face we all so 
deeply miss to-day, died at his home in New York City early Sun- 
day morning, March 29th, 1914, aged 67 years and 6 months. He 
died at his post with his armor on, having preached at the Wednes- 
day evening Lenten service only four days before his death. Hi^ 
health had gradualfy been failing for some time, but a severe cold 
culminated in pneumonia on Friday night and resulted in his death 
on Sunday morning. And so "He giveth His beloved sleep." 
Funeral services were held in the church he served in Christopher 
Street, New York, on Tuesday evening, March 31st, at which serv- 
ice crowds of sincere mourners gathered, filling the church to its 
utmost capacity, while hundreds Were unable to make their way 
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in the building. Members of the church and the different church 
organizations vied with each other in demonstrations of devotion 
and affection. The services were in charge of Rev. W. H. Stutts, 
the President of the Southern Conference. Rev. F. H. Knubel 
D.D., gave a sketch of Dr. Young's life. A German address was 
made by Rev. G. U. Wenner, D.D., while the Rev. W. M. Horn de- 
livered one in English. The Rev. Chas. Smith offered prayer at 
the house. On the same night memorial services were held in the 
church at Grantsville, Md., and in St. PauFs, at Richmond, Ind., 
where he ministered before coming to New York. On Wednesday 
morning there was a short service in the church in charge of 
Rev. E. E. Neudewitz and Rev. W. H. Stutts, which was attended 
by many who were unable to gain admittance the night before. 
From this meeting many of the official members of the Church ac- 
companied the bereaved family and relatives to the Lutheran ceme- 
tery in Middle Village, L. I., where the earthly remains of our de- 
parted brother rest in peace. From the St. John's Monthly we have 
gathered the following biographical sketch: 

**Dr. Young was born at Langen Kandel, in Bavaria, Germany, 
on September 13th, 1840. He wasi the son of John Michael Young 
and Eva Katherine Young, nee Krucker. His mother died when he 
was hardly five years old. In the spring of 1858 his father emi- 
grated to this country and located on a small farm near Baltimore, 
Md. In 1862, the subject of our sketch, at the age of sixteen, re- 
sponded to his country's call and entered the Union Army as a 
teamster, serving in this capacity until the end of the war. This duty 
brought him under fire in some of the most important and bloody 
battles of the war. He was made a prisoner by Gen. Stuart's cavalry 
in 1863, near Rockville Md., but was soon paroled, and about this 
time he received an injury from which he suffered until his dying 
day. Shortly after the close of the war, in 1869, he entered Gettys- 
burg College and finished his studies in the Theological Seminary 
in 1877. On June 6th, 1878, at Baltimore, he was united in mar- 
riage with Louisa Elizabeth Messersmith. His first charge was at 
Grantsville, in the mountains of Garrell County, Maryland, where 
he served until 1882, when he was called to St. Paul's Church, a 
large congregation in Richmond. Ind. This congregation he served 
faithfully for eleven years, during which time he assisted in the 
organization of two English churches in the same city. About this 
time Wittenberg College conferred upon him the honorary degree 
of D.D. In 1893, he was called to New York City as pastor of St. 
John's Church, where he labored for over twenty years. Last year 
he celebrated the twentieth anniversary of his coming to New York, 
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and the congregation showed its appreciation of his work by sending 
him abroad for a trip to Europe. On the trip, while in Italy, he was 
taken very sick and the doctors despaired of bringing him back alive. 
But he came, rallied and took up his duties again, assisted by his son, 
Pastor Paul M. Young. Thus he continued to labor until the 
Master suddenly said, "It is enough, come up higher." 

As we drop from the roll of our Synod the name of Dr. Young, 
we think that we voice the feelings of every member of this body 
when we say that we all have lost a personal friend and brother 
dearly beloved, whose familiar and friendly form we shall deeply 
miss in our Synodical gatherings. From the formation of our 
Synod he has been with us regularly year after year, always ready 
to do his duty as duty called, and with some of us in the old New 
York and New Jersey Synod he has been associated for more than 
a score of years, and at every Synodical meeting we were glad to 
greet his familiar face and grasp his hand in loving Christian fel- 
lowship. But like many others of the fathers whose names we 
love to cherish, he has finished his work and the responsibilities and 
work of the Synod rest upon us who still tarry in the flesh. The 
workmen fall, but the work must still go on. The following loving 
tribute to Dr. Young is given by one of his parishioners of St. 
John's: "He was a pastor of firm conviction, earnest purpose and 
evident sincerity. He inspired confidence. He made men believe 
in him. This made his preaching effective. What he said, was 
backed up by what he was. He was a lovable man, modest and 
unassuming. His spirit was gentle, his manner gracious, and his 
nature sympathetic. His personal qualities made for him an abid- 
ing place in our affections, and many fond recollections will ever 
cluster around his memory." But the labors of our departed brother 
were not confined within the boundaries of his own parish. He 
was active in the general work of the Church. He was deeply in- 
terested in the Orphans' Farm School, the Seamen's Home, in Ho- 
boken, the emigrant work, rescue work and all such efforts had his 
sympathy and support. And besides he was a member of our 
General Synod Deaconess Board, of our Board of Publication, and 
for years a member of the Board of Trustees of his Alma Mater, 
Pennsylvania College. At the same time, even to the close of his 
life, he was deeply interested in the Inner Mission Work of Greater 
New York. Truly in the departure of our beloved brother, this 
Synod has lost one of its most eminent and useful members, and 
the Church at large one of its most honored and faithful servants. 
And now, as to-day we bid our departed brethren a last farewell, 
let us earnestly cherish their memories in our hearts and imitate 
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their virtues in our lives. While we deeply feel our loss, we would 
not forget that our loss Is their eternal gain and with this additional 
attraction to the "great crowd of witnesses, who, on the other shore 
await to greet us in the near future, let us be admonished to have 
our lamps trimmed and burning, and oil in our vessels, ever on the 
watch, for "we know neither the day nor the hour wherein the Son 
of Man Cometh."

Gain over last 
year, thirty-five members, twelve magazine subscribers, and $7.30 in 
offerings.

2. We also urge the co-operation of the Auxiliary Presidents 
with the editor of the Synodical Bulletin, each Auxiliary President 
considering it her duty to inform the Synodical editor of items of 
general interest. 

3. To meet the call for a standard of efficiency in the Auxiliary 
Societies. Those used by other bodies have been studied and the 
following is submitted : 

Standard of Bfficiencz 

1. An increase in membership. 

2. An increase in contributions. 

3. An average of ten cents per member, per month, for General 
Fund. 

4. A subscription list for Lutheran Woman's Work equaling the 
active membership of the society. 

5. Prompt reports and answers to all letters from officers. 

6. An average attendance of 50 per cent, at meetings. 

7. Observance of Annual Day of Prayer. 

8. At least one Mission Study class. 

9. Representation at Convention. 
ID. Representation at Conference. 

II. Circulation of Missionary Literature in Sabbath-school and 
congregation. 
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Societies fulfilling all points shall be on a List of Honor; those 
fulfilling nine points, in the A Class ; seven points, in the B Class ; 
five points, in the C Class. The list to be published in the Minutes 
and in the Synodical Bulletin. 

4. The Committee also urges that the special objects, the "Mary 
Pohlman Patten Home," and the "Fortieth Anniversary Chest," are 
not allowed to interfere with the support of General Fund and 
Synodical Fund. 

5. Owing to the depleted condition of our Synodical Treasury, 
we recommend that the delegate's expenses to Northfield Summer 
Schools shall not be assumed by the Sjrnodical Society. 

6. That every member attend some Summer School of Missions, 
especially recommending the Lutheran Summer Assembly at Gettys- 
burg. 

7. That this Synodical Society recommend to the General Execu- 
tive Committee the feasibility of the Auxiliary and Synodical Cor- 
responding Secretaries reporting yearly, instead of quarterly. 

Rev. Carl Zinssmeister, Missionary Superintendent of the 
Synod of New York, addressed the Convention, in behalf 
of the Home Mission Work of the New York Synod.
